They were on sarily .- heart 
here from 2:15 on, over-riding ZERB at times, and in clear after 3:00 AM, WS very 
kindly stood by for first 15 minutes of HCJB special (and I think we can thank Sully 
Sullivan for that) and were quite good here while WWSW wae off, and doggable but bad- 
ly QRMed after WYSW came back on at 4:15. On Sunday, Dec, 24, YVMB "Radio Maracaibo" 
on 1165 ke/s,. was quite good all morning with Christmas fiesta show. And the re- 
schedule of YNY came through beautifully from 4:05 till about 4:55 when WETO's car- 
rier came on. Incidentally, YNW advised me, that like many other Latins in the past, 
they misunderstood the original date and cama on the night of instead of morning of 
12/12 ~ in other words, they came on a day late like HIDK did last season.
